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Dr. W. Harry Archer Discusses Oral Surgery 
May Monthly Meeting Well Attended 


A goodly crowd turned out on the eve- 
ning of May 21 to hear Dr. W. Harry 
Archer of Pittsburgh discuss the subject 
of “Anesthesia and Oral Surgery for the 
General Practitioner.” The discourse ran 
the gamut from novocaine injections to 
pentothal-sodium and from simple ex- 
traction techniques to the more compli- 
cated removal of cysts. Problems that 
the dentist in general practice encounters 
every day were elaborated upon and 
many useful preoperative and postopera- 
tive suggestions were made. 

The business meeting, scheduled for 8 
o'clock, was convened finally at 8:40, 
due to delays over which the officers had 
no control. The amendment to the con- 
stitution and by-laws concerning the re- 
quirements for life membership (making 
members eligible after twenty-five years 
continuous membership and at age of 
sixty-five) was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. 


ANESTHESIA 


Dr. Archer began his lecture by de- 
scribing his premedication technique. He 
stated that a great many patients are 
very apprehensive about having a tooth 
extracted and that their fears can be 
allayed greatly by the judicious use of 
one of the barbiturates preoperatively, 
whether the anesthetic of choice be no- 
vocaine or nitrous oxide. 

Dr. Archer spent considerable time 
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demonstrating, by means of slides, in- 
travenous anesthesia with pentothal- 
sodium. He believes that this has no 
place in the dental office but that it is an 
ideal anesthetic agent for use in the hos- 
pital. He warned that oxygen should be 
available at all times when giving pen- 
tothal. 


ORAL SURGERY PROCEDURES 


Chemotherapy and the antibiotics 
have been a great boon to the dentist in 
the treatment of acute infections, accord- 
ing to Dr. Archer. Even cellulitis of the 
face will respond quickly to injections of 
penicillin when seen in its early stages. 
There are cases now and then, how- 
ever, when it is necessary to incise for 
drainage. He advocates hot, wet dress- 
ings, in cases where there is considerable 
swelling and doesn’t believe in “waiting 
until the swelling goes down,” before op- 
erating. Dr. Archer described his injec- 
tion technique in detail and touched on 
the zygomatic, the infra-orbital, the man- 
dibular and the supraperiostial (infiltra- 
tion). Hematomas sometimes follow the 
zygomatic injections and therefore this 
injection is in bad repute. By careful 
manipulation, however, such unsightly 
phenomena can be avoided. The needle 
should be kept as close to a 45° angle as 
is possible and the mouth should never 
be opened too widely. Hematomas are

Teeth Used as Index for Identification 
U. S. Army Develops New System 


A new method through which teeth 
can be used as an index for the identifi- 
cation of nearly all of the “unknown” 
dead of World War II was reported 
today by THE JourNaL of the American 
Dental Association. 

The system has been developed by Dr. 
Lloyd G. Welty, former lieutenant colo- 
nel in the Army Dental Corps, and Ran- 
dall R. Glasgow, former Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps captain now on leave 
from International Business Machines 
Corporation. Both are residents of San 
Francisco. 

It is based on a code for translating 
dental records into numbers which can 
be punched out at the rate of four hun- 
dred an hour on automatic machine 
record cards. 

The cards, in turn, can be screened by 
high-speed sorters at a rate of five hun- 
dred per minute so that any individual 
record desired can be located mechan- 
ically in a matter of minutes. 

Immediate application of the system 
in military service is possible because the 
military maintains the necessary condi- 
tions of the method—universal dental 
care and dental records—and uses serial 
numbers to identify each individual. 

In sample tests with dental records of 
four thousand servicemen, Dr. Welty and 
Glasgow reported they were able to iso- 
late individual sets of dental character- 
istics without any indication of duplica- 
tion or inaccuracy. 

Dr. Welty and Glasgow have submit- 
ted their system to the War Department 
which is now engaged in locating and 
registering the graves of 274,000 soldiers 
killed overseas. It is the most gigantic 
problem of identification ever under- 
taken. 


Dr. Welty and Glasgow do not claim 
that their system will permit identifica- 
tion of all unknown war dead but point 
out that if it is adopted by the Armed 
Services it would reduce to a very small 
percentage the number of bodies of sol- 


diers and sailors which could not be pos- 
itively identified. 

Identification by teeth, the two men 
reported, could be made as universal as 
identification by fingerprints if complete 
dental records of civilians were main- 
tained and codified in a central system 
such as now used for fingerprint records. 


Chance of exact duplication of cards 
in the code system is all but impossible 
due to the almost infinite differences in 
teeth and dental work among individu- 
als, they said. 

Teeth have always provided the most 
permanent means of identification. Be- 
cause of difficulty in tracing dental rec- 
ords, cases of identification by teeth here- 
tofore have been isolated and _ largely 
dependent upon coincidence. 


The Welty and Glasgow system elimi- 
nates this obstacle by providing a rapid 
means of screening thousands of records 
to isolate the one needed for identifica- 
tion. 


In preparing their code, they used 
data on fillings, missing teeth, crowns 
and bridge abutments. Each tooth was 
provided a coding possibility from 00 to 
99. For the thirty-two teeth, this provides 
a mathematical variation of the astro- 
nomical figure of 103 plus 151 zeros. 

Only those few persons with perfect 
tecth without fillings or other dental 
work, and those with full dentures are 
excluded in the code. Persons with per- 
fect teeth are exceedingly rare. And it 
has been a common practice in the 
Armed Forces to stamp the name of the 
patient in each set of false teeth. 

All individuals could be covered, they 
said, by including additional code data 
on such individual differences as the 
fissures and grooves of each tooth, arch 
of the palate, curvature of teeth and 
structure of the jaws. 


In all cases, positive identification 
would have to be made by a dentist. The

AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


6th SERVICE COMMAND PLANS 
CHANGE OF LOCATION 


Army officials have announced that 
6th Service Command Headquarters will 
move from the Civic Opera Building to 
the Chicago Beach Hotel. The hotel 
building was purchased in October, 1942, 
and is now occupied by the Gardiner 
General Hospital which will soon be 
disbanded. 

More than 165,000 square feet of 
office space will be made available for 
civilian use by this move and too, it will 
be possible for the Army to effect a big 
economy by not paying rent for down- 
town office space. 

However, all is not as rosy as it seems 
for a group of citizens, which is inter- 
ested in housing, doesn’t like the prospect 
of the continued use of the hotel by Army 
and government officials. They have 
filed a protest with Mayor Kelly asking 
him to seek conversion of the big hotel, 
and the Army buildings adjoining, into 
veterans’ housing facilities. 

Another announcement from Army 
headquarters states that Col. Arnett 
Matthews, who has been chief of the 
Dental Corps in the 6th Service Com- 
mand for over three years, has been 
replaced by Col. Earl G. Gebhardt. 
Colonel Matthews has spent thirty-five 
years in the Army and is now at Gardiner 
General Hospital. He will retire from 
active duty in the near future. 


STATE HOSPITALS NEED 
MORE PHYSICIANS 


At least three of the state hospitals 
in Illinois are operating with a medical 
staff whose age ranges are from sixty to 
seventy. These physicians are responsible 
for several thousand patients and ac- 
cording to Dr. Rudolph Nowick, medical 
director of the Illinois Society for Men- 
tal Hygiene, if an epidemic should hit 
the hospitals it would be tragic. Dr. 


Nowick suggests that young physicians 
could be attracted if the salaries were 
higher. State hospitals are operating 
with only fifty per cent of the physicians 
serving before the war. Many of them, 
when they return from military service, 
are not going back to the hospitals be- 
cause they can find more attractive op- 
portunities in private practice. 


VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 
ANNOUNCES NEW PROGRAM 


The Department of Medicine and 
Surgery of the Veterans Administration 
announced recently that qualified gradu- 
ates of recognized schools of dentistry 
are offered the opportunity of full time 
employment, of serving as consultants in 
certain highly specialized fields of den- 
tistry, or of serving in a participating or 
fee-basis capacity. The minimum re- 
quirements for determination of eligibil- 
ity are: (1) Citizenship in the United 
States. (2) Graduation from a school of 
dentistry approved by the Administrator 
of Veterans Affairs. (3) License to prac- 
tice as a dentist in a state or territory of 
the United States, or in the District of 
Columbia. (4) Conformity with physical 
standards established by the Chief Medi- 
cal Director, as determined: by physical 
examination. 

Appointments are to be made directly 
in the Department of Medicine and Sur- 
gery and are not subject to the rules and 
regulations of the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission, but are subject to the Regu- 
lations and Procedures of the Veterans 
Administration. Qualified dentists ap- 
pointed to the Department of Medicine 
and Surgery will be assigned to Veterans 
Administration hospitals, regional offices 
and sub-regional offices to render treat- 
ment to eligible veterans. 

Application forms may be secured at 
226 West Jackson Boulevard, Chicago, 
or at any Veterans Administration 
branch office, hospital, regional or sub- 
regional office.

system would impose no new work for 
dental officers, they pointed out. The 
dentist need have only a table of coding 
and his records would be simpler than 
those used in his work at present. 

The investigators suggested that their 
system of teeth identification could also 
be readily adopted by insurance compa- 
nies for civilians. They wrote: 

“Such positive identification as is pro- 
vided by dental characteristics would 
save insurance companies thousands of 
dollars in costly litigation concerning 
identity of insured persons. 
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“With a dental examination and rec- 
ord added to the medical examination 
at present required by most insurance 
companies, with coding by policy num- 
bers and with their customary use of 
machine records, insurers could readily 
adopt the identification system.” 

Dr. Welty and Glasgow also suggested 
that the system would be of great assist- 
ance in hazardous industries in identify- 
ing victims of violent deaths. Universal 
adoption of the system, they said, might 
eventually mean there would be no more 
unknown deaths.

nothing to worry about, anyway. Dr. 
Archer emphasized the necessity for abso- 
lute cleanliness. The point of injection 
should be scrubbed, literally, rather than 
just painted. He uses tincture of me- 
taphen or methyolate. An injection of 
novocaine should be made very slowly, 
one minute should elapse for each c.c. 
of solution. The result is more patient 
comfort and more profound anesthesia. 
Sutures should be used freely; there will 
be less bleeding and consequently less 
interruption in the dentist’s sleeping 
schedule. 


EXTRACTIONS 


Dr. Archer is an advocate of the chisel 
as an aid in extracting teeth. Even in a 
routine extraction he incises and deflects 
the gum tissue away from the neck of the 
tooth, and is careful to detach the perios- 
teum as well. By using the chisel the 
tooth is delivered more easily and the 
dentist won’t be embarrassed by having 
the heel of the jaw and the floor of the 
antrum drag along in its wake. He 
doesn’t believe in extensive alveolec- 
tomies; he merely removes the sharp 
points of process and smooths the re- 
maining process with bone files. He ad- 


_vocates the policy of gaining proficiency 


with a few instruments. Dentists are apt 
to be “suckers” for any new extracting 
forceps that is “guaranteed” not to break 
off the tooth. Radiographs should be 
taken before every extraction regardless 
of how simple it seems to be. Granulomas 
should be removed with a spoon curette 
because, if left behind, they are apt to 
grow and become cystic. Immediate den- 
tures, far from being a handicap, actually 
enhance the healing of extraction 
wounds. 

This, in substance, is the advice that 
Dr. Archer gave to his audience. If your 
reporter were to make any criticism it 
would be that the best part of the pro- 
gram came last. Too much time was 
spent, in the beginning, describing pen- 
tothal-sodium anesthesia. As was ad- 
mitted, it doesn’t have a place in the den- 
tal office and not many dentists in general 
practice have hospital connections where 
they can use it. If then, this premise be 
true, the description of the administra- 
tion of this anesthetic could well have 
been put at the end of the lecture. By so 
doing those who weren’t interested could 
have left. With this exception, Dr. 
Archer’s presentation was as advertised: 
a truly, great boon to the general prac- 
titioner.
